Big Sale Consummated.

KINGMAN, ARIZONA, OCTOER 7. l8P- -

In our last issuo tho statomout that
a number of important mining trans-
actions, wore ponding, tho facts of
which could not bo published at that
time, and that so soon as thoy wore
consummated tho publio would bo ad-

vised, was made aud tho statomout has
been proved truo by tho final transfer
of tho famous Cecil and Climax mines,
owned by tho Dimmick brothers, of
Pinos Altos, to prominent capitalists
from Indiana and Illinois, tho salo and
transfer having been perfected siueo
our last, issuo.
